Georgia, Alabama and 
Florida Lose Millions as 
Crops Are Washed Away 
by Rivers.

Middle and southern Georgia and 
Alabama and northwestern Florida are 
swept by the most disastrous floods 
in many years as result of torrential 
rains Jast Saturday @nd Sunday. 
Six lives aré known to have been 


lost; damage to buildings, highways, 
railways and crops runs into unesti- 
mated millions of dollars. 

Estimates of homeless vary from 
2, to 6,000. dozen’ towns 
aud villages have been evacuated as 
swirling waters inundate homes. All 
homeless have been cared for and there 
is no suffering. : 

Acute conditions obtain in extreme 
south Alabama and in northwest 
Florida as sluggish streams empty 
slowly into the sea, flooding farms 
and sawmill communities. 

Rail and highway traffic is vir- 
tually paralyzed over an area stretch- 
ing from central south Alabama to 
the Oconee river in east central Geor- 
gia and varying in width from 50 to 
100 miles. 

Disastrous damage has been done 
to crops, which, newly planted and 
now virtually destroyed, must be 
planted again. Nearly the entire crop 
of south Alabama must be replanted.

Makes 500-Mile New 
York-to-Quebec Flight 


in Less Than Four Hours’

Rockefeller Foundation 
Asks Lone Eagle To

Quebec, April 24.—(United News.) 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh won a 
new place in the affections of the 
world tonight when he brought an 
army pursuit plane to rest on the his- 
toric Plains of Abraham shortly be- 
fore 7 p. m., completing a 500-mile 
mission of mercy in less than four 
hours, 

Lindbergh flew here from York in 
unprecedented time, carrying a supply 
of serum in an attempt to save the life 
of: Floyd Bennett, another of Amere 
ica’s great aviators. 

It was at 3:08 p. m. that Lind- 
bergh lifted the speedy army pursuit 
plane into the air over Long Island 
and headed it into the north in a 
dramatie effort to bring relief to 
Bennett, who had fallen victim to 
pneumonia while he in turn had been 
attempting to carry relief to the crew 
of the stranded trans-Atlantic airplane 
Bremen on Greenely island, and it 
was at 6:43 p. m. that he landed. 

Lindbergh’s course northward was 
along the Hudson river, over Lake 
Champlain, .aud then into Canada. 

He was heading into a snowstorm 
aud it was believed he might make 
a danding at Montreal and continue 
his trip to Quebec by train. 

But this apparently was not in the 
plans of the audacious Lindbergh, 
who flew on into the darkness and 
headed straight for Quebec. 

_ Byrd Meets Plane. 

While citizens of Montreal, hearing 
of Lindbergh's dramatic trip, were 
looking :into the skies for Lindbergh 
to pass over or make a landing, his 
plane was sighted over Jeffrey Hale 
hospital at (juebec, 

He circled once over the building 
and then made a_ landing on the 
Plains of Abraham, near-by. 

Commander Richard E. Byrd, an- 
other of America’s premier aviators 
and a close friend of Bennett, heard 
the roar of Lindbergh’s motor and 
was at the field to meet him. 

No sooner had the plane come to a 
landing than Thomas B. Appleget, of 
‘the Rockefeller Foundation, who flew 
with Lindbergh, stepped out of the 
rear cockpit and handed the market 


basket in which he carried the medi- 
cine to Byrd. 

_Byrd set off on a run for the hos- 
pital, making all the time possible in 
an effort to save Bennett's life. 

Lindbergh, looking serious as usual, 
chatted only a moment with those 
who welcomed him. 

He asked at once for the latest news 
of Bennett’s condition and was ree

. “When in doubt,” asks a somewhat 
baffled trail follower of the ancient 
green, “‘is it better to take the shorter 
range club and hit harder, or to take 
the longer range club and spare the 
shot a tittle? Does greater trouble 
result from overpressing a shot or 
from trying to spare one?’ 

If there must be a definite choice 
between pressing and sparing, for the 
average golfer, pressing is the safer 
gamble. The spared shot belongs ip 
the upper reaches of skill. In the 
case referred to, the safer method is 
to do neither. When there is doubt 
take the stronger club, grip a little 
lower down than usual, and swing or 
hit without any thought of sparing or 
pressing. Figure it as a comfortably 
full shot with a shorter grip and don’t 
attempt to hold back. You can figure 
that more iron approach shots fall 
short of the pin than approaches that 
go over the green. 

The main trouble 
once developed, remains in the finish, 
and ties up the swing by: taking away 
all its decisive qualities. It also leads 
to head -lifting on a wholesale scale. 
Make a habit.of making your decisions 
mean something definite—right or 
wrong.

Jones, who appeared as president 
of the Ohio Collier company, the Trop- 
ic Mining company, and the Cambria 
Collieries company, said he was “thor- 
oughly convinced from his long exper- 
ience that the operators cannot deal 
successfully with the present officials 
of the United Mine Workers.” 

Questioued by William P. Belden. 
Ohio operators’ counsel, Jones said 
that the coal operators of his vicinity 
felt it was “impossible to operate un- 
der the policy of the United’ Mine 
Workers as they are constituted at 
the present time, with the majority 
of coal being eroddced by non-union 
labor.” 

“At one time.” he added, “the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers produced &0 per 
cent of the coal in this country, but 
now they produce only 15 per cent.’ 

John LL. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, cross-examined 
Jones, asking whether it were not 
true that the Ohio opérators had lost 
their markets , because of poor busi- 
ness practice.”

DR. WHITE URGES 
CONGREGATION AID 
IN REAL REVIVAL 


The Christian religion has merely 
seratched the surface of the con- 
sciences of most “professed Chris- 
tians,” but what we need is a veritable 
epidemic of “goodness,” Dr. John K. 
White, pastor ofthe First Baptist 
church, of Savannah, declared Tuesday 
night in a sermon in which he at- 
tacked so-called religionists and 
church members for the condition of 
the church, 

Dr. White is delivering a series of 
special sermons at a two weeks’ re- 
ival meeting being held at the Gordon 
Street Baptist church, and is speaking 
on the general theme of “The Love 
of God.” He announced that the 10 
o'clock morning services will be de- 
voted in the future to sermons on the 
general theme of “The Simplicity of 
the Christian Religion,” while the 
night services, which begin at 7:30 
o'clock, will be on the first announced 
subject. 

‘God needs a square deal and thé 
people of America and holding out 
and making mental reservations when 
they nrofess acceptance of the church.” 
Dr. White said. “Man-made revivals 
are futile, the spirit of God must per- 
meate a congregation before a real re- 
vival of religion can begin.”

Sixteen thousand persons were home- 
less and desfitute today on the Isth- 
mus of Corinth after an earthquake 
which killed at least thirty persons, 
Many were only half clad, since they 
fled from their homes in terror when 
the first tremors occurred. 

Four-fifths of the houses in Core 
inth were destroved. The others were 
so shaken that they were unsafe for 
habitation. Twenty persons were 
sea there and 10,000 were hoeme- 
eSs, 

At the neaby resort of Loufrnki 
2.000 persons lost their homes. A 
«revice 250 feet long was opened in 
the earth. 

At Kalmaki, Poseidonia and else 
where 4.000 were homeless. 

The government granted a_ credit 
of 5,000,000 drachma ($65,000), the 
Greek Red Cross organized to aid the 
refugees and the American Red Cross 
offered help.

ARCHBISHOP HITS 
M E X. GOVERNMENT 
IN FUNERAL SERMON

San Antonio, Texas, April 24.—(/) 
Picturing conditions in Mexico as com- 
parable to those in Judea at the time 
of Pontius Pilate or in Rome at the 
time of Nero, Archbishop Arthur J. 
Drossearts, of San Antonio, denounced 
the Mexican government today in bis 
funeral oration over the body of Arch- 
bishop Jose Mora y Del Rio, exiled 
head of the Mexican Catholic church, 
who died here Sunday. 

Archbishop Drossaerts compared 
the scene in San Fernando cathedral, 
where requiem high mass for the dead 
leader as sung to the scene at Cal- 
varv. and the Calles’ government te 
Poitius Pilate and to Nero. 

“Ihe day will come,” he predicted. 
his voiee trembling, “when. stricken 
Mexico will enjoy its resurrection from 
this day. The martyrdom of its high- 
est religious leader will hasten that 
day. 

“It was the same when Nero burned 
Rome and attributed his crime to the 


April 16, inviting the stock owners

Mr. Hopkins advised the 
stockholders to couple their power of 
attorney “with an upset price or with 
the conviction that the stock will be 
ba to the highest. bidder.”
